The negroes were taken to the outskirts of 
the town, hanged to trees, and their bodies 
race with bullets. It iz estimated that 
about 500 shots were fired by the mob, which 
consisted of over 100 men. 

The negroes lynched were John Moore, 
Bugene Hamming, John Crutchfield, and 
Belle Hathaway. wha were tenants of Had- 
ley. 

Hadley was shot Sunday afternoon while 
sitting in his home. The aseassine fired 
through the window. The four negroes had 
had some trouble with Hadley about rents 
and they were arrested on suspicion and 
placed in jail. 

SheriffHadley, who is an uncle of Hadley. 
feared there would be a lynching and wanted 
to take the negroes to Columbus, but the mob 
got in ite work before the sheriff could get 
off with the prisoners. 

Public sentiment had been crystallizing all 
day and by nightfall there were many coun- 
try people in Hamilton. Their number con- 
stantly augmented, and by 9 o’clock fully 
100 mem had congregated in front of the jail. 

Despite the pieas of Jailer Robinson, they 
advanced on the prison and broke the doors 
Gown.

The Conservatives suffered a net loss of 
fifteen, of which ten went to the Socialists, 
The Socialists captured Colmar and Strass- 
burg from the Centerists, and defeated Dr. 
Mus den, the Radfcal leader in Goeritz and 
Dr. Rosann, the National leader in Darm- 
stadt. Count von Oppersdorff, the leading 
clerical, barely escaped defeat by the radi- 
cals in Fraustadt. : 

Late returns give the Bloc,” or govern- 
ment forces, a total of 176 seats, and the 
National Liberals, Radicals, and Socialists 
together a total of 179. 

Of the thirty-three mandates which will 
be contested on Thursday the most generous 
estimate apparently cannot give the Bloc,’ 
more than ten, making the total 186, or four- 
teen less than a majority, while twenty-three 
appear to be safe for the Left.

Responsibility Said to Rest Be- 
tween a Flagman and En- 
gineer of Limited. 


A fourfold investigation will be. started 
today to ascertain the cause of the disas- 
| trous wreck on the Illinois Central railroad 
at Kinmundy, III., which killed former Pres- 
ident J. T. Harahan of ‘that road and three 
officials of the Rock Island system. 
Those that will participate in the inquiry 
are: ,

The state of Illinois. 
The coroner of Marion county. 
The Illinois railroad and warehouse 
com mission. 


An express train, of which the private car 
containing Mr. Harahan and Rock Island 
Officials was the rear car, had stopped at 
Kinmundy for water*shortly after midnight. 
The Panama limited, running at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour, crashed into the express 
and the heavy locomotive telescoped the spe- 
cial car. 

The Panama Limited was Mr. Harahan’s 
“pet” train. He created it when he was 
president of the IlHnois Central and always 
afterward took immense pride in its speed 
and perfect equipment. 


Road to Have Open Hearing. 

The Illinois Central's inquiry will be held 
at Champaign and will be open to the public. 
It will begin this afternoon. The coroner’s 
quest was started yesterday at Centralia 
and an investigation is now going forward 
preliminary to resumption of the taking of 
testimony on Friday.

Would Blame Hagmann. 

At the conclusion of yesterday s hearing at 
Centralia Deputy Coroner Weatherling ex- 
pressed the opinior. that responsibility for 
the wreck lay between Engineer Stuart and 
Flagman Henry J. Boecker of the train into 
which the Lämited crashed. 

Boecker testified that at Effingham he was 
ordered by Conductor John H. Brainard of 
the express train to which the Harahan spe- 
clal car was attached, to run back and flag 
the Limited, which was supposed to be ten 
minutes behind. When he reached the rear 
of his train he found the Limited rushing 
down upon it at such a rate that flagging was 
useless. 

He made the point that the fagman at 
Edgewood had failed to hold the Limited 
the full ten minutes after the express had 
passed, but Supt. Baxter of the Illinois Cen- 
tral said there was no night _operator at 
Edgewood. Conductor Brainard corrobo- 
rated his flagman's story at every point. 

The reason the express stopped at Kin- 
mundy, he said, wae thet the cold weather 
had caused a shortage of water. Trains were 
under orders to stop at that point, and a 
freight train ahead of the express had de- 
layed it in getting to the water tank. 

It was brought out that three years ago Mr. 
Harahan had a narrow escape in a wreck at 
Odin, III., similar to that at Kinmundy. He 
was in his private car when a Baltimore and 
Ohio freight train crashed into it. The car 
was demolished, but Mr. Harahan escaped 
unhurt. Six months later he had another. 
‘close call at Memphis, Tenn.

Asleep When Crash Came. 

“Thomas Busbie, attorney for the Rock 
Island at Little Rock, Ark., and I were asleep 
in sofa berths in the dining compartment of 
the private car, while the two colored men 
slept well forward, said Mr. Curry. The 
members of the party retiredearly. We were 
all asleep when the engine of the Limited 
train ran into the rear of our coach. 

I. was awakened by the crash of the en- 
gine and was thrown out on the dining table 
before I realized what had happened. The 
engine had plowed into the dining compart- 
ment and stopped within a few inches ofour 
berths. It was so close I was stupefied fora 
few minutes by the fumes from the smoke- 
stack. — 

Groping through the darkness and smoke 
without waiting to put on our shoes andcled 
only in our night clothes, we found our way 
to the south door of the car, which was in- 
tact. Behind us was a mass of splintered 
woodwork, in front the snow covered right 
of way. We chose the latter. 


Find Body of Mr. Harahan. 

“The first thing we saw was the engine 
rammed two-thirds of the way through the 
coach. As soon as possible the car was 
pulled free from the engine to prevent the 
danger of fire and a search was made ied the 
bodtés. 

“Lying underneath a heavy timber which 
hac crushed his face was the body of Mr. 
Herahan. The body of Mr. Wright had been 
driven through four partitions of the coach, 
that of Mr. Peirce through three, and Mr. 
Melchers body had been forced through two 
partitions.” 


Mr. foley had been south on business and 


had stopped at Centralia in his private car, 
reaching that city about 8 o'clock in the 
evening. At 1:80 the next morning he was 
notified of the wreck. 


Says Tail Lights Were Burning. 
“The statement that the tail lights or 
markers were not burning on Mr. Melcher’s 
private car is untrue, he said. “ For two 
hours after the accident one of the markers 
on the car was burning. 
“Train number 25 [the umitedl was ap

ne Weare Wows. 


Mrs. Harahan received the news of the 
death of her husband in a telephone message 
at her Michigan avenue residence shortly 
after the accident became known to local 
officials of the Illinole Central She was 
prostrated, and it became necessary to calla 
physician. Mise Martha Harris, a niece, 
remained constantly with her. At the same 
time ‘James T. Harahan Jr., a son of the 
former’ railroad president, was at St. Luke's 
hospital, where he is undergoing treatment 
for a fractured arm. Mr. Harahan was not 
informeé of hie father’s death until late in 
the day on account of his condition. 

The message of death affected two homes 
alike in Winnetka. They were those of Mr. 
Melcher and Mr. Peirce, whose families are 
neighbors. An official of the Rock Island 
informed Mre. Melcher and Mrs. Peirce of 
the death of their h nds. He made the 
trip in an automobile.

Melcher Funeral Tomorrow. 


No definite plans have been arranged for 
Mr. Harahan’s funeral. It is understood, 
however, that he will be buried at his former 
home in Nashville, Tenn., having expressed 
the wish that his body be placed beside those 
of three children who are buried there.

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Los Angeles, Cal., Jan. Rutherford 
Page, aged 24, a Yale graduate, registered 
from Néw York and flying as one of the 
Curtis aviators, was killed when he fell 150 
feet this afternoon on Dominguez field, at 
the third international aviation meet. 

Page was endeavoring to turn on a pivot” 
at a height of about 180 feet when the swell 
of air over the hangars caught his planes. 
He made an effort to regain his balance, but, 
evidently fearing the aeroplane was beyond 
control gave up and, when about sixty feet 
in the air, jumped clear of the machine. 
He fell flat into the plowed ground. Ac- 
cording to the doctors, he was crushed to 
death. 


First Flight After License. 

Page was fiying for the first time as a 
licensed aviator, having been awarded his 
license Saturday. His flying early today 
was one of the spectacular features, despite 
a puffy and treacherous wind. Page was 
one of the first to leave the ground. 

In the first heat of the five mile handicap, 
in which he and Lincoln Beachy, the Curtiss 
veteran, were the contestants, Page thrilled 
the crowd by his sensational maneuvers. 
All the dips and sharp turns made by Beachy 
were duplicated by Page. When he de- 
scended Glenn Curtiss, who taught him to 
fly, cautioned him against attempting to 
perform reckless feats of fiying at his first 
meet. 

Page laughed and assured Curtiss that he 
was all to che good.” During the after- 
noon the young New Yorker had told those 
about the hangars that he would beat 
Beachy “ or break my fool nech“ 


Page Native of New York. 

Page lived in New York with his mother 
and two sisters. His father is dead. He 
was graduated from Yale last year and was 
a member of the Yale club of New York. 
About six weeks age he joined the Curtiss 
camp at San Diego, where he received his 
first instructions in flying. 

Glenn H. Curtiss declared Page’s death was 
due to lack of experience and his extreme 
daring. 

„He was more than fearless,’ declared 
Curtiss. He had been called the second 
Beachey, and it was predicted by all who 
had witnessed Page’s early flights that he 
would be a world beater if some such thing, 
as happened today did not end his career.“ 

Immediately after the accident the wreck- 
age of Page’s machine was piled up and 
burned to prevent its being carried away by 
souvenir hunters.

Reninger and his residence as 1830 
West Erie street, made a complete confes- 
sion, saying he was spurred to his crime by 
necessity. He eaid he had been out of work 
for over @ year. and that he intended to pay 
back the money he tried to extort from the 
bank president by death threats. 


Caught with Decoy Package, 

Reninger was caught ef State and Van 
Buren streets. when he called at a newsstand 
there for a decoy package, which had been 
left for by private detectives. In the last 
letter he had written to Mr. Reynolds, Ren- 
inger had instructed him to leave an envelope 
containing $1,000 in bills of $10 and $20 at the 
stand. Mr. Reynolds was to tell the man in 
charge of the newsstand to deliver the pack- 
ages to Mr. Ryan. 

Sleuths Wait on ene: 

James E. Stuart, chief postoffice inspector, 
and J. H. Schumacher, general superintend- 
ent of the Pinkerton agency, were standing 
on the corner near the newsstand when 
Reninger arrived. ,

From what Mr. Burns says, 
there is no doubt as to its conclusive char- 
acter. 

It developed today that the Lorimerites 
have been doing missionary work in antici- 
pation of senatorial action. At the end of 
every day Mr. Lorimer was under examina- 
tion his testimony was putin print. A copy 
of his testimony was promptly mailed to 
practically every member of the senate and 
the house of representatives, and, presuma- 
bly, to people in Illinois.

Congress is about to embark upon a revision 

ot the steel schedule of the Aldrich tariff 
law, fortified by an exhaustive report from 
the commissioner of corporations and by the 
testimony taken by the Stanley committee's 
investigation of the United States Steel cor- 
poration. 

Simultaneously with the submission to the 
house today of the steel revision bill formu- 
lated by the Democratic ways and means 
committee, the commissioner of corporations 
made public the second installment of his 
report to the president on the steel industry 


of the country. 

Affecting as they do practically every phase 
of human industry, these documents are of 
@irect interest to the people: The Demo- 
cratic bill contemplates reductions of from 
‘80 to 80 per cent on all the items of the iron 
and steel tariff, and. the addition to the free 
Hist, of. iron ore, sewing machines, printing 
machinery, cash registers, nails, and many 
other articles against which duties now are 
levied. 

Tt ie estimated by Democratic Leader Un- 
derwood that the bill, if enacted into law, 
will reduce the average tariff on steel im- 
ports from 34.51 per cent to 22.42 per cent 
ad valorem. 


Ore Added to Free Tast. 

The transfer of tron ore, upon which. a 
duty of 15 cents per ton aow is imposed, to 
the free list is justified by the report of the 
commissioner of corporations. This report 
holds that the United Staves Steel corpora- 
tion, which dominates over one-half of the 
entire steel business of the country, te making} 
a decidedly excessive profit on tts ore depos- 
Its. 

The report finds, further, that the profits 
the United States Steel corporation has been 
making from its railroaé properties also are 
excessive.

CALLS ORE PROFIT EXCESSIVE. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—Profits made 
on irom ore of the lake region are unreason- 
able, according to a preliminary report on 
the cost of production in the steel industry 
by Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
corporations, made public tonight. 

The report was presented to President 
Taft and sent to the house committee on 
ways and means for consideration in connec- 
tion with the proposed revision of the steel 
tariff sohedule, upon which the Democrats 
will caucus tomorrow. 

“The prices of lake ore,“ the report de- 
cares, dave been kept for many years at 
an unreasonably high level compared with 
the cost et production and the cost of the 
inveetment in the producing ore properties. 


Big Return on Investment. 


The average cost of lake ore delivered at 
lower lake porte from 1902 to 1906 was $2.64 
a ton. The average transfer profit on ore 
was 66 cents 4 ton. This is regarded as ex- 
cessive by the commissioner, representing, 
in his judgment, from 10 to 15 per cent on 
the investment, “‘ with the presumption in 
favor of the higher rate,” and including 
earnings on the large ore reserves which are 
inactive at this time.

“It would thus stop what is unquestionably 
and that is the imposition of high 
rates upon competitors’ shipments, which 
put them at a great disadvantage while at 
the same time forcing them, by reason of this 
fact, to- contribute unduly to the profits of 
the Steel corporation on transportation. 

Large jntercompany profits were revea:ed 
by the examination of ‘the many companies 
linked up under one contro) through various 
eubsidiariés, ore mines, blast furaces, steel 
works, etc. These component parts of one 
interest, it is charged, treated each other 
as unallied concerns, charging a profit as 
the material went from company to company 
in the process of manufacture. 


Cost of Making Steel Rails, 

Citing steel rails as an illustration, the re- 
port shows the cost of manufacture from the 
raw material to the finished article. After 
going through the various stages of intercom 
pany treatment the book cost on heavy 
Bessemer rails was $21.27. The intermediate 
profits were $2.47, making the revised cost 
$18.80. “ The total difference is thus a con- 


siderable amount,” the commissioner adds. 


The price of Bessemer steel rails, the report 
says, has been fixed for more than ten years 
at about $28 a ton. It is roughly estimated 
according to this that the profit on rails 
equals from 11 to 17 per cent on the invest- 
ment.

Dairy Interests Oppose Act, 

The dairy interests are opposed to any leg- 
islation tegarding the 10 cents a pound tax 
on artificially colored oleo. But the house 
leaders believe this opposition will be ap- 
péeased by the proposed increase of the three- 


quarters of a cent a pound tax on uncolored 


oleo and the provision for marketing it in 
sealed and plainly marked packages, thereby 
preventing its fraudulent sale as butter. 

The bill also provides for the change of 
the name of the article to margarine. The 
reduction of the tax on artificially colored 
oleo will increase its use and make it chea p- 
er, while the effect, it is believed, will be a 
blow at the high price of butter. 


Three Cent Drop in Elgin Butter. 

Elgin, III., Jan. 22.—{Special.]—Federal suit 
against the Chicago butter and egg board 
and the government's threatened suit against 
the Digin board of trade is said to have been 


responsible for a 8 cent cut in the price of 


butter on the local board today, the price 
being firm at 87 cents. Today's cut in the 
price was almost as gensational as the 4 
cent increase last week. 

Members, of the board denied that the 
threatened action of the government was re- 
sponsible for the cut in the price of butter. 
The reasons were: igcreased output, moder- 
ation of the weather, Jower New York prices, 
and the arrival of delayed shipmentr.

a to the standard that is not only safe but is 


likely to be required by law. 
Naturally the rank and file of fraternal 
society members do not like the idea of 


higher rates, and there is heavy pressure 


Brought upon the directing officers against 
it. These men, having the welfare of their 


societies at heart, are compelled, therefore, | 


toe resort to a vigorous campaign of educa- 
tion. 

It is to be hoped this will succeed in 
checking loss of membership. Twenty-two 
of the fraternal societies have called con- 
ferences like ¢his of the Woodmen to discuss 
the situatio® and take mesures to meet it. 

There are estimated to be 8,000,000 mem- 
bers of fraternal insurance societies in 
America. Besides providing cheap insur- 
ance, they achieve a great service socially 
throughout the country. The lodge brings 
men together under excellent moral circum- 
stances and supplies in many communities 
the chief and the best social opportunities. 
Because of this, unquestionably these so- 


: ceieties accomplish the insurance of hun- 


dreds of thousands who would not make pro- 
vision in the old line companies. Young 
men, especially, are disposed to neglect this, 
but the social attractions of the societies 
bring them in. :

OUR CUMBROUS PARK SYSTEM. 

The Chicago bureau of public efficiency 
has dene a useful service in analyzing the 
waste of which our involved park adminis- 
tration is guilty. One of the most important 
provisions of the chirter which the voters 
rejected in 1905 was for a consolidation of 
the various park administrations. The re- 


port of-the bureau brings this need forward 


again into public view. 

According to the bureau’s estimate, half 
a million could be sa ved annually by consol- 
dation, and the report expresses what this 


means by reminding the public that this

annual loss is four times as great as the 
appropriation of 1910 for the special (or 
small) park commission and over two-thirds 
of what the commission has spent in the 
whole two years of its existence.e 
We cannot have this aspect of public 
waste too often emphasized.

It is waste of what 
that money would be spent for toward the 
health and happiness of the people. Tak- 
ing the excellent illustration of the bureau 
small parks: Chicago has thirteen of 
these valuable civic institutions, She would 
de better off with thirty.

Dunn, we learn from Bartzen, was the 
bad man. He “originated the idea” of

by Peter. Dunn violated the law in con- 
ducting examinations; he was guilty of 
fraudulent practices—not Peter.

VENTILATION BY WINDOWS. 
HB gravity method of ventilation 
or, in other words, ventilation by 
ordinary windows, in the Chicago 
climate during January, Feb- 


‘fuary, and March is excellent for sleep- 


ing rooms. It is all right for living rooms 
where there are but few occupants. For 
instance, in a 12x12 room ventilated by 
windows a woman can sew or read with 
comfort, since she can change her posi- 
tion to such parts of the room as are 
comfortable. It 1 all right for rooms 
where the occupants can be warmly clad 
~—and the best example is sleeping rooms 
but it is not adapted to workrooms where 
the workers must work without wraps, 
overshoes, and gloves. 

Because much of the school work can 
be done thus clad it is fairly well adapt- 
ed to that. About 10 per cent of school 
children gain mors from stidying in 
rooms with open windows and the tem- 
perature at 55 than they lose from hav- 
ing to wear wraps and heavy foot cov- 
ering and work with hands encased in 
mitts, 

It is not adapted to offices, ordinary 
schools, stores, workshops, churches, or 
theaters. 

In fact, in the Chicago climate in mid- 
winter gravity ventilation is of limited 
use.

Since differences in atmospheric tem- 
perature, difference in the direction and 
velocity of the wind, to say nothing of 
lesser agencies, such as sunshine and 
cloud, make such a difference in results, 
a broad margin must be left when win- 
dow ventilation is used. This means in- 
efficiency. A room in which, with prop- 
er ventilation, thera is space enough for 
forty people cannot occupied by more 
than ten people when there is window or 
gravity ventilation. Every feature spells 
waste—waste of space, waste of equip- 
ment, waste of effort, waste through in- 
efficiency. 

And yet, mechanical ventilation of 
offices, factories, and stores is usually so 
unsatisfactory that window ventilation 
is the lesser evil. Certainly in al] me- 
chanical systems there is need of peri- 
odic flushing by opening the windows. 

The cure for this bad situation, leav- 
ing aside bedrooms and a few such 
places, will hot be through window ven- 
tilation. It will be through more scien- 
tific and, at the same time, more prac- 
tical mechanical ventilation.

The space over the radiator shows this more 
plainly because the hot air from the radiator flies 
straight to the ceiling, carrying dust and stick- 
ing it there.

Tuberculosis in cows is producing a good dea: 
of tuberculosis in the families of farmers. In 
addition, it is making their cows. unprofitable and 
infecting their hoge, very year that the condition 
drifts on things get worse, And now anewering 
your questions: 

1. As to the boy, yes; as to the mother, prob- 
ably yes, though it is difficult to say from the 
information in your letter. 

2. The disease in cows and hogs differs a little 
from that in man. However, it lo the same dis- 
ente, is due to the same bacillus, and can pass 
from cows and hogs to men of from men to hogs 
and cows.

4. If the barns are disinfected and properly 
ventilated, all tubercular stock removed and 
tubercular stock brought in, no tuberculosis or 
very little will develop.

5. If the animals were very badly infected, yes. 
Heating to lard, making temperatures, will kill 
tubercle bacilli. Even the open kettle process 
will do it. ‘This is enough of a precaution for the 
parts of a hog which are not affected." But it ts 
too risky when the hog ls riddled with tuberculesis, 
Some of the fat might not have gotten hot; some of 
the poisons might not have been destroyed.

of the Duchess of Connaught, now

Patricia, her daughter, as the guest of Am- 
bassador Whitelaw Reid, at his house in 
Madison avenue. In fact, Mrs. John Leslie 
is the only American born woman who has 
ever held an appointment at the cemrt of St. 
James, having attended the Duchess of Con- 
naught as lady in-waiting on the occasion of 
her trip to India with the duke, to be present 
at the great durbar held in 1903, for the proc- 
lamation of Edward VII. as emperor of 


India. 


Mrs. Leslie is a daughter of Leonard Je- 
rome of New York, and her two sisters are 
Mrs. Morton Frewen and Mrs. George Corn- 
wallis West, better known by her former 
name of Lady Randolph Churchill. Although 
Mrs. West is a most gifted musician, Mrs. 
Leslie, whose Christian name is Leonie, is 
her superior in this respect, and is almost as 
much at home in Paris as in London, usually 
accompanying the Duchess of Connaughton 
her shopping expeditions in the French cap- 
ital.

Mrs. Leslie's husband, Col. Leslie, was 
formerly in the Grenadier guards, has been 
high sheriff of his native county of Mona- 
ghan, is one of the pillars of the Turf club 
in London, and makes his home in London at 
10 Great Cumberland place. He has inherited 
the good looks of his wonderful old father 
and mother, and as his American wife, like 
her sisters, is a handsome woman, his four 
doys may be said to have come by their 
comeliness through descent. 

On the death of his father, now 90 years of 
age, Col. Leslie will inherit his baronetcy 
and likewise Castle Leslie, sometimes known 
as Glaslough, which has been in the family 
of this branch of the Scotch house of Leslie 
ever since it settied in-County Monaghan, in 
the reign of Charles II. 

Sir John Leslie is generally believed to have 
been the original of the Clive Newcome "’ of 
Thackeray, whose intimate friendship he 
enjoyed. He was originally a captain of the 
First Life guards, but to the horror of his 
relatives abandoned the army, in order to 
devote himself to painting, and managed to 
earn a large income by means of his brush 
until the death of his elder brother in 1871 put 
him in possession of a considerable fortune 
and of the Glaslough estates of the ss vik in 
County Monaghan.

Rev. Dr. John Leslie, 
bishop of the isles, in Scotland, who was 
translated to the see of Clogher, in Ireland, 
where he built for himself Castle Leslie, Or 
Glaslough, in County Monaghan. This bisHKop, 
who was known as the fighting bishop in 
the reign of.Charles I., married at the age of 
70 a girl of 18, by whom he had a family of 
ten children, and when he went to London for 
the restoration of Charles II., it is recorded 
of him that he rode from Chester to London, 
in twenty-four hours, on horseback, in spite 
of his 90 years. He lived to 100, and his 
son, the Rev. Charles Leslie of Glasgow, was 
so zealous in behalf of James II., after the 
revolution, that it is said of him in history 
that he started the war in Ireland which 
terminated in the battle of the Boyne, Sir 
John Leslie is his great-great-grandson.

Lady Constance Leslie is a sister of the 
fourth Earl of Portarlington, and a daughter 
of that Minnie Seymour who was the adopted 
daughter of Mrs. Fitzherbert and of George 
IV. Minnle Seymour was the child of Lord 
Hugh Seymour, younger son of the first Mar- 
quis of Hertford. His wife was the loveliest 
of the three beautiful Ladies Waldegrave, 
stepdaughters of the royal Duke of Glouces- 
ter. Lady Horatia Seymour was extremely 
delicate and was taken by her husband to 
Madeira. The two elder children they took 
with them. Thg youngest, Minnie, then a 
baby of 18 months, was left under the charge 
of Mrs. Fitzherbert. Lord Hugh was the 
naval A. D. C. ot George IV., then prince 
regent, and had thus come to know and ta 
like much the lady whom his master had 
secretly wedded ecclesiastically, but who 
was not his wife in law. 

Lord Hugh and Lady Horatia Seymour 
died within a few months of one another, and 
when the will of the former came to hand it 
was found that the elder children were left to 
the guardianship of their uncles, Lord Bus- 
ton and Lord Henry Seymour. Minnie was 
not named, as she was not born when the will 
was made, and when the executors asked for 
the surrender of this child by Mra. Fitzher- 
bert, the latter, who had become devotedly 
attached to the little girl, insisted om retain- 
ing her.

Fitzherbert and the case was carried into 
court, and, through the various courts, to the 
house of lords. The then Prince of Wales per- 
sonally/ canvassed the votes of the latter, 
declaring that he had promised Lady Horatia 
Seymour on her deathbed to be “ father and 
protector through life to her daughter Min- 
nie,” and pledging en to settle $50,000 
upon her.
